Pvirposes  of  OrgaLrvizaLtion 

Through  the  proposed  organization,  it  is  expected  that  interest  in 
the  value  of  books  will  be  stimulated,  methods  compared  and  dis- 
cussed, the  extent  and  limitation  of  collections  discovered,  and  a 
proper  emphasis  placed  on  the  high  character  of  the  functions  of 
libraries  and  the  dignity  of  the  office  of  librarian.  The  meeting  will 
not  only  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  the 
enlarging  of  experiences,  but  by  means  of  the  social  features, 
acquaintance  will  be  promoted  and  an  esprit  de  corps  developed. 

Montgomery  a^s  a  Place  for  the  Meeting 

It  is  altogether  fitting  that  the  meeting  for  organization  should 
convene  in  Montgomery.  It  is  the  capital  city  of  Alabama,  rich  in 
history  and  traditious,  and  wide  awake  to  modern  advance.  A  visit 
liere  at  any  time  is  an  inspiration.
